Three Oaks Has Wonders Besides Dewey 
Cannon. 


Three Oaks Acoru: William Mell, 
xho owns a tract of land in the Cham­ 
berlain Meadows on the east line of 
this township, has sown this spring !>0 
acres of onions. 
He has used Ü0 tons 
i)f commercial fertilizers on the tract 
this year. 
He has in his employ about 
thirty men who have sown and are now 
weeding the onions. 
He expects to 
raise 45,000 to 50,000 bushels if the 
season is favorable. 
Last year 
his 
crop was 
28.000 bushels. The wet 
weather in the fore part of the season, 
while favorable to the growth of tLe 
onions, was equally so to the growth of 
the weeds. The unusual amount of 
labor to keep the weeds down and the 
low price of onions did not give a large 
income o.’er expense last year. 


Mr. Mell also has an Interest in and 
has control of 160 acres just east of the 
first mentioned tract, in the township 
of Gallen. 
On this tract he plants and 
sows this year cabbage, corn and oats. 
Mr. Mell was the first one to raise cab­ 
bage in large quantities on the Cham­ 
berlain Meadows. 
He commenced in a 
small way and increased his acreage 
for some years until he had planted 200 
acres in one season. 
Since the “club 
root” became troublesome, 
he 
has 
done less In cabbages and more in 
oniona. 


Oity OouQcil Will Induce Property Own­ 
ers to Buila Th^m. 


The sidewalk problem for the city of 
Benton Harbor 
has puzzled Street 
Commissioner Shankland for a long 
time and he has investigated the meth­ 
ods employed by other cities that are 
up-to-date and finds that when a new 
walk is required it is put down of 
cement and the city pays for it. The 
property owner pays'the actual cost to 
the city. 
If they care to pay for it 
when the work is completed they can 
do so, if not they can pay for it in an­ 
nual Installments when they pay their 
taxes. 


In this manner the city is saved the 
liability of damage suits, the property 
owner has a walk that will last without 
repairs for 20 years and the first ex­ 
pense is only little more than an or­ 
dinary plank walk would be which 
would have to be repaired after the 
first year. 


It is thought at the next meeting of 
the city council this matter will be 
taken up ai\d something done with it.

Good Firm for Court- 
right Factory. 


While Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus 
was delighting a large audience at 
Bell’s opera house last evening with 
hia eloquence a acore of men were at 
the board of trade rooms wrestling 
with a factory proposition. 
While the 
orator at Bell’s was portraying the 
power of Puritan eloquence the men at 
the board of trade demonstrated the 
power of a small bonus to bring to 
Benton Harbor an industry which will 
give employment to 100 Iron workers 


Morton E. Converse, representing a 
company who will engage in the man 
ufacture of house heating 
boilers, 
registers and radiators, and that class 
of eoods, was at the meeting. 
He ac­ 
cepted the proposition laid down by 
the board of trade to locate his factory 
here and receive $15 per year for every 
man employed for five years, or in al 
$75 per man. 
Mr. Converse bud the 
documents to show that another Mich 
igan city hau otiered him $100 per man 
but he decided on Benton Harbor on 
account of the superior advantages of 
this city. 
He will 0 {)eu the Cuurtright 
factory. 


The new factory will be in operation 
in 45 days, or about .July 10 and 
auun 
as started will give employment to 100 
men. The foundry will melt up twenty 
tons of iron per day, 


The plan of raising this bonus is to 
secure lOO notes of $75 each to be paid 
$15 per year for the five years. 
Incase 
that the factory does not continue in 
business nothing will be paid.

W ashington, May 26.—The industria 
commission, in its rep o rt .to congress 
on labor legislation, recommends im ­ 
proved legifelation to th e state legis­ 
latures ra th e r than to coagress di­ 
rectly. 


“The subject of g re a te st puUiic in terest 
to -d ay ,” says liie report, “ is perhaps th a t 
of th e regulation of the hours of .labor per- 
.niitted in in d u sirial occupatiojoe and es- 
:peclally In facto ries.” 


As congress has no power -to legis­ 
la te directly in this m a tte r tfhe com­ 
m ittee recom m ends th a t a .simple 
sta tu te be enacted by all th e .states 
regulating the length of the w orking 
day for all persons between th e .ages 
of 14 and 21 years who work ia iac- 
tories. 


The rep o rt in brief says: 
“ThiP em ploym ent of children below lUie 
age of 14 should be prohibited In factories. 
The length of the w orking day In all pub­ 
lic em ploym ent should be fixed a t elghit 
hours. 
The sam e tim e should be fixed for 
w orkm en in underground m ines except in 
cases of em ergency. E m ploym ent in m ines 
of children less th a n 14 y ears of age, and 
nil women and girls should be forbidden. 
C ongress m ight well enact th a t no person 
under IS should be em ployed as a telegraph 
o p erato r upon railroads, and th a t all en­ 
gineers and sw itchm en should subm it to 
an exam ination for color blindness, also 
th a t it be m ade a m isdem eanor fo r an en­ 
gineer or sw itchm an 
to be 
Intoxicated 
while on duty. A sim ple and liberal law 
reg u latin g th e paym ent of labor should be 
adopted by all the states, providing th a t 
all laborers shall be paid In cash orders 
w ithout discount, not In goods or due bills, 
and th a t no com pulsion, direct or Indirect, 
should be used to^ m ake them purchase 
goods at any p articu la r sto re.” 


Qiivntion of Injunction. 


The question of the enforcem ent of the 
labor co n tract by Injunction or contem pt 
In equity process Is a very difficult one, 
m ainly m ade so by the abuses w hich have 
arisen from Injunctions carelessly Issued. 
It Is suggested th a t It m ight be well to lim it 
punishm ent for contem pt to im prisonm ent 
for a brief period, b u t equity co u rts m ust 
not be deprived of the pow er to protect 
them selves and to m ake th e ir decrees re ­ 
spected. T he practice of aw arding blanket 
Injunctions ag ain st all the w orld, or ag ain st 
unnam ed defendants, as w ell as th e p rac­ 
tice of indirectly enforcing th e co n tract for 
personal service by 
enjoining em ployes 
from q u ittin g w ork, should be discouraged 
not only by popular st-ntlm ent, b u t by in­ 
telligent judicial opinion." 


Rallivny Labor. 


On th e subject of railw ay labor, th e com ­ 
m ission Is of opinion th a t congress should 
adopt a consistent code of law reg u latin g 
all m a tte rs concerning em ploym ent, such 
ag hours of labor, lim itation of continuous 
ru n s by engineers or continuous service by 
teleg rap h o perators or sw itchm en; the en­ 
ac tm en t ot a consistent em ployers’ liabil­ 
ity code; the liability of th é em ployer or 
corporation for defective appliances, etc. 
T he s ta tu te s already adopted In th e sev­ 
eral states, discrim inating a s betw een un­ 
ion and non-union labor by m aking It a 
penal offense for an em ployer to exclude 
union labor only, seem to th e com m ission 
to be unconstitutional, being class legis­ 
lation. 
T he sta tu te should apply to non­ 
union as well an union labor alike, if It is 
to be enacted at all. 
The rig h t to be em ­ 
ployed and p ’.o tected w ithout belonging 
to a union shnuld be presi-rved; b u t every 
facility shoulil be given labor to organize 
if It desires, ¡.nd thi la.-t vestige of th e 
notion th a t tt ide uii.cns a ;- a crim inal 
conspiracy si. >uld b> 
swt i>t 
way. 
The 
use of prlv.i. ■ police clet*-jiiVcs or other 
hired bodies ol’ 
:i lo be used in connec­ 
tion w ith labor troubles h as aroused con- 
elderable atten tio n , and congress probably 
h as the pow er to enact reasonable legis­ 
lation to prevent abuses In this direction.

N early a thousand people attended 
the hl^h school comnaencenieBt exer­ 
cises at the Bell last evenlnff.

W . Gunsaulus of Chicago delivered the 
address on the “ L ater Eloquence of 
Puritanism .”

this later eloquence he spoke of the 
achievem ents of purltanlsm In th e past 


a n d claimed as Its crowning glory the 
g reat emancipation proclamation of 
Lincoln. 
He Inspired the graduates 
w ith the thought th at In th eir day 
th ere would come forth from this same 
fount of eloquence aaother proclama­ 
tion which would define definitely and 
eternally th e rights of labor and of 
capital. 
For an hour and 10 m inutes 
ho spoke and all were sorry when the 
address was finished. 


answered th at no one cared where he 
went. W hittier had written across the 
l orehead of this great man, “ Ichabod,’' 
thy glory hath departed. 


He followed with the story of the 
rise of W endell Phillips, the embodi­ 
ment 
of 
the 
later 
eloquence 
of 
Puritanism .' Mr. Gunsaulus was a per­ 
sonal friend of Phillips and as he sjrake 
of ihe power of th at orator who served 
so nobly for the rig h t amid mob and 
opposition of the bitterest kind his 
words were filled with the fire of a 
strange inspiration. 
W endell Phillips 
seemed to be still speaking through 
him. 


He asked the class to rem em ber that 
though the battle in which Phillips 
warred was over and the victory se­ 
cure th a t th ere were other battles to 
fight and he hoped th at God would fill 
them with a Puritan eloquence worthy 
the memory of W endell Phillips.

T he commencement exercises opened 
with a piano solo by Prof. Fred Null, 
followed by prayer offered by Rev. E. 
A. Hoffman. 
Charles Duffy played a 
violin solo and then Victor M. Gore, 
president of the board of education, 
introduced the orator. Mr. Gore stated 
th a t Mr. Gunsaulus had devoted his 
life to the cause of education and that 
the audience would be pleased with his 
eloquence. 
And they were. 


A fter the oration 
Superintendent 
W ilson presented the diplomas. He 
called the attention of the class to the 
fact th at nothing was being done so 
well but what It could be improved and 
consequently they had a large field be­ 
fore them. 
For years women have 
been crowding men In the business 
world but the tendency of late la toward 
restoring men to their old places. The 
reason, the professor assigned for this 
was th at the boys dropped out of school 
too soon and the girls were better qual­ 
ified for positions. 
The result Is that 
the young men are learning the neces­ 
sity of proper equipm ent and he was 
glad to notice th at in th e class being 
graduated there were 8 boys and 
girls. 


Following the presentation of the 
diplomas the juniors, who suddenly be­ 
came seniors, introduced their colors 
in a novel way. L>ike Indians swooping 
down on a defenseless settlem ent they 
gave their yell and then there appeared 
a little wttgon trimm ed in the yellow and 
the white, colord so dear to the juniors, 
which was drawn slowly across the 
stage.

Collins, which was drawn by little

BEET SUGAR BOUNTY. 


B efusal to Pay Bounty W ill Be X orally 
Wronff. 


Editorial in Grand Rapids Press: 
Some of the results of hasty and Ill-con­ 
sidered legislation are now beginning 
to be seen in connection with the beet 
sugar bounty law. 
No m atter what 
the decision of the courts may finally 
be the result will entail disagreeable 
consequences. 
If the law Is upheld, 
the taxpayers of the state will be bur­ 
dened by obligations which will even­ 
tually aggregate millions and are in 
fact well along toward the million 
mark already. 
On the other nand, if 
the law Is held to be void, men who 
have invested large 
sums in beet 
sugar factories on the strength of It 
will have good grounds for complaint 
against the good faltu of the state. 


Had this litigation come before In­ 
vestments had been 
made 
on 
the 
strength of the law, there would have 
been but one side to It. 
The policy of 
building up industries by means of 
bounties is a questionable one under 
any circumstances. 
An instance of its 
eviib is afforded by the experience of 
European nations with this same article 
of beet sugar. 
At g reat expense to the 
taxpayers they have built up an im 
mense industry employing thousands of 
peuplc and miilious of capital which Is 
now dependent on taxation and it is 
found necessary to even Increase the 
rate of taxation to prevent its collapse. 
The passage of the law, however, and 
the large investm ent of capital in con­ 
sequence of it impose a moral obliga 
tion on the state of M ichigan to pay the 
bounty to those factories at least which 
now exist and while a decision of the 
courts to the effect th at the law Is un­ 
constitutional will release the officials 
from legal obligation the failure to pay 
the bounty will still be morally wrong. 


T here is abundant evidence, how 
ever, th at the voiding of the law will 
not completely destroy the value of 
the factories as Investments. 
The 
claim th at beet sugar can be produced 
In Michigan in competition with cane 
sugar has been dem onstrated under 
present conditions, and th ere is the 
best of reasons for believing th at even 
with the development of the cane sugar 
industry which will follow the estab­ 
lishm ent of a stable governm ent in 
Cuba, they will still be able to hold 
their own. 
It Is quite possible, how­ 
ever, that for the present th ere are 
factories enougn in this state, and the 
voiding of the law, so far as it tends to 
lessen the num ber of new enterprises, 
Is far from deplorable. 
T he present 
factories «hould be able to m aintain 
themselves without a bounty, but w^re 
num ber to be doubled domestic
